Disagreeable 
weather detracted from the racing at Palmetto Park 
ibis afternoon and caused a falling otT in attendance. 
Iteeeut heavy losses depleted the ranks of the layers, 
•ml only nine operated today, which is the smallest 
number of the meeting. '1 lie program, though an 
ordinary one. at times furnished some good s|*irt. 
the finishes being close and exciting. The fourth 
ace. a dash of one mile and twenty yards, resulted 
in a rousing finish, with the first four strung across 
the tracks heads apart. Itillle Baker, the winner, 
was much the best. but suffered from weak handling 
•Hid was <m the extreme outside at the finish. 

Another hard fought contest was that iu the fifth, 
when Roger Gordon and Kivu fought it out stride 
lor stride most ot the way and finished heads apart. 
Roger Gordon ivn- the best supported favorite of 
the day and bis success was attended by vast losses 
to the layers. Under capable handling, Willis, 
which finished third, would have returned the 
winner. The half-mile track contingent, which is 
well represented here, pul over a good one in 
llareourt, backed from 20 to 1 to 12 to I iu the 
opener. In some of bis recent attempts, llareourt 
has lioen badly deficient in speed. lie was alto- 
gether a different horse today and a sharp contender 
Inin the start.

IMPOSTS IN GREAT ENGLISH HANDICAPS. 

Weights assigned tlie nominations to the import- 
ant handicaps of the early English flat racing season 
were published January 30. Acceptances have beeu 
made by this time and lietting quotations on the 
Lincolnshire Handicap and Grand National Steeple- 
chase always follow tliclr publication closely. Sol 
Joel’s great horse Long Set is topweight in the 
Lincolnshire at 131 pounds, with J. B- Joel's Span- 
ish Prince second to him at 121. American bred 
horses iu the race are Sir Marlin. 113 pounds. 
Cheerful. 101. Outrarn. 99 and High Rock, 92. This 
race takes place March 25 at Lincoln and is a mile 
dash for $7,500. The Liverpool Spring Cup at a 
mile and three-eighths will be run March 26. and 
for tliis event Balscadden is high weight at 126 
pounds, Lorenzo. Light Brigade and Scots Saint 
following at 122 ]>ouiids each. Of this trio Light 
Brigade won eleven consecutive races for Lord 
Derby last year before meeting defeat In the Duke 
of York Stakes at Kemptou Park last October. 



Dul\ mie American is engaged. Dalmatian repre- 
senting Louts Wiiutns at 11:: pounds. The $2o,UO0 
Grand National Steeplechase wilt be run March 27. 
I-ast year's winner. Coverteoat. is top weight at 
175 pounds, with the French jumper. Luttcur 111., 
which won two years farther back, next at 174 
pounds. King George's Twelfth Lancer is given led 
pounds and will have a host of loyal followers if 
he goes to the post. The conditions of the big 
race have been changed so that the liiiuimiiiii weight 
has been eul down from 140 iMiunds to 133 and a 
job bd of eighteen horses that never did iiiueli of 
note in racing arc iu at the latter impost. In the 
Batthyau.v Plate of live-eighths of a mile at Lin- 
coln. March 24. the Americans weighted are For- 
ward. 121 pounds, Panasine, 116 and Niblick, 91. 
The Austrian horse. Adular is top weight at 133 
pounds, with Golden Sun next at 129 and the 
Americans, if ready, have a chance in this race, 
Panasine particularly. 

The Newbury Spring Cup, at a mile straight, will 
be decided April 2 and Light Brigade tit 120 pounds 
beads the list, with Tliist leton second at 125. 
A monea n-breds and their weights are: Sir Martin. 
122. Cheerful. 108. Sands of Time. 103 and High 
Rock. 102. Cheerful is a four year-old by Plaudit 
-French and came close to winning a fortune for 
his owner last fall when he ran Cantilever to si 
bead for the Cambridgeshire Handicap. The Kenip- 
ton Park Queen’s Prize will be run April 23. and 
for this Balscadden is also tit the top with 126 
IMiunds. It is at a mile and a half and Dalmatian 
at 113 pounds is the only American weighted. April 
21 will bring about the decision of the Great Metro- 
politan Handicap of two miles and a quarter at the 
Epsom Spring meeting. Again Balscadden figures 
as high weight at 129 pounds and Fantasio is next 
at 121 pounds, the Americans being Dalmatian. 117. 
October. 108 and Stung Again. 95. October .is by 
Rock Sand — Octoroon and Stung Again is by Voter 

Mosquito. October may have a chance. He be- 
longs to Lord Padogun and won the Liveriiool St. 
Leger last fall. The Great Surrey Handicap for 
sprinters at five-eighths of a mile will be run the 
same day. The Keene castoff. Castleton, Is high 
weight at 131 pounds and other Americans engaged 
ere Sir Martin, 123, Forward. 118, Panasine, 112. 
Westphalia, 97 and Coronis. 93. The $10,000 City 
and Suburban Handicap at a mile and a quarter is 
set for the next day. Long Set heads its list at 
132 pounds, with Slaiden Erlegli second at 121. 
American-bred horses are Sir Martin. 114, Sands 
of Time. 97 and Tinklebell, 90. Last year’s winner. 
Brin more, is given 111 pounds and tlie Cesarewitcb 
winner, Fiz Yama, is on the same mark. 

HORSES GALEN BROWN WILL TRAIN. 

The stable of A. V. Schtnieder, now in charge 
of trainer J. Galen Brown, consists of eleven tliree- 
year-olds. fifteen two-year-olds and three older 
horses. The latter division includes tlie five-year-old 
Colleoni, which last season was overweighted in 
handicaps, and therefore did not run as successfully 
as in the year previous, when lie defeated Qnirl iu 
the Beyeriscben and run second in the Grand Prize of 
Magdeburg; Malve, a four-year-old daughter of 
Hannibal, which placed in her first start, and Kube- 
zahl, a son of Malua, which made his debut In the 
Tuki race, lost much ground and yet took third 
place under the whip to Mars La Tour and Orelio. 
The stable is strong in two-year -olds and should 
make a good showing in races for horses of that 
age. Seven are sired by Malua, two by Macdonald 
II. and two by Beregvolg.v. Herr Schmieder finished 
the season of 1913 strongly and is in search of a 
tirst-elass jockey for the coming season. — Deutscber 
Burt.

Dorothy Dean, from 
Hie stable of J. W. Fuller, reduced the Juarez track 
record for seven furlongs t< » 1:23% in winning the 
San Felipe Handicap litis afternoon. She won under 
a mild hand ride and was drawing clear from New 
Haven at the finish. It was a grand race to wit- 
ness. New Haven made the pace, followed closely 
by the good three-year-old. Bob Hensley, recently 
purchased by Jefferson Livingston. Then came 
Gordon Russell, and a short distance behind, the 
favorite, Dorothy Dean. As they came down the 
stretch it looked as if Bob Ilensley would lie re 
turned the winner, as lie was gaining rapidly on 
New Haven, but suddenly Dorothy Dean came like 
a flash and, passing both the leaders, reduced the 
record made not long ago by Pay Streak. 

Jockey Gross showed some of his old-time form 
today in piloting the last two winners, Goldtttm and 
Prince Conrad. Both received giltedged rides that 
materially helped them to win their races. 

The layers recovered some of their recent losses 
today, as only one favorite got home first.

1 
have not heard of one being sick or sorry through- 
out the recess. On looking over Corcyra tlie other 
morning 1 could not help noticing his improved ap- 
pearance, for he is filling out into a very fine three- 
year old, which brings to my mind a matter of 
interest iu connection with his great rival, The 
Tetrarch. During thp week a gentleman who is 
Interested In the living grey wrote to me to sar 
that the colt is wintering well, and that he doe* 
not think there is much doubt about his being 
trained this year. Gertainly he did meet with a 
mishap last autumn, for in pulling up after a gallop 
he overreached himself and hit a fore tendon sharp- 
ly, with the result that he had to be stopped in his 
work and had the actual cautery applied to the 
place in the shape of what is known as pin firing. 
The eolt is. he says, now as sound as ever he was. 
and it is to be Imped he will continue to keep so. 
for though if he does he will lie iu the way of all 
onr best three-year-olds, none of ns would like to 
see a good horse go wrong. That he is a smasher 
none who ever saw him race can doubt. ’’
